Iraqi group disputes report 
Ameriean was beheaded 

BAG H D AD, I R AQ I An Iraqi militant group said 
Monday it had not killed a U.S. Marine it was 
holding captive, despite previous reports of 
his beheading. 

In a statement sent to Al- Jazeera televi- 
sion, a group calling itself “Islamic Response” 
said it was holding Cpl. Wassef Ali Hassoun, 
a U.S. Marine of Lebanese heritage, at a safe 
location that it did not identify. It also claimed 
Hassoun had promised not to return to the 
American military. 

Hassoun’s family has 
been in seclusion since 
Saturday, when a mili- 
tant group calling itself 
the Ansar al-Sunna Army 
claimed on a Web site that it 
had beheaded the 24 -year- 
old Marine, adding it would 
release video backing up that assertion. On 
Sunday, a second Web posting on another 
Internet site said Hassoun was alive. 

On June 27, Al- Jazeera broadcast a video- 
tape showing Hassoun blindfolded along with 
a statement from militants threatening to kill 
him unless the United States released all Iraqis 
in “occupation jails.” Militants held a curved 
sword over his head. 

Other militant groups have captured and 
threatened to behead foreign Muslim hostag- 
es, creating an uproar among many Muslims, 
including other militants. All the captured 
Muslims aside from Hassoun have been 
released unharmed, nadia abou el-magd (ap)

Pa. Slots

BENSALEM, PA. I Gov. Ed Rendell 
on Monday signed a bill to legalize 
slot machines, giving Pennsylvania 
more of the machines than any state 
except Nevada, and a second bill 
that finances $1 billion a year in 
property-tax reductions. 

The companion bills autho- 
rize up to 61,000 slot machines 
at 14 sites. Most of the resulting 
tax revenue would be used to cut 
local property taxes by an average 
20 percent. 

Rendell, a Democrat who had 
made slots-for-tax-relief the cen- 
terpiece of his 2002 election cam- 
paign, signed the bills at a ceremony 
at Philadelphia Park racetrack. 

Opponents of the slots bill com- 
plained that the bill was crafted in 
secret by a handful of party lead- 
ers and lacks adequate safeguards 
against corruption and conflicts of 
interest among members of the state 
panel that would oversee the slots 
parlors.

Establishing healthy 
habits as a family 
could be key to success 

INDIANAPOLIS I Susan Hedrick and 
her 18 -year- old daughter are turn- 
ing the tide on years of fast food and 
sedentary living. In a bid to shed a 
combined 180 pounds, they have 
been eating healthier and taking 
long walks this summer. 

And they are doing it together — 
something health and diet experts 
believe is a key to combating the 
nation’s growing obesity epidemic, 
particularly among kids. 

Research suggests healthy- eat- 
ing, active parents often pass their

KASHMIR 

Fire Levels Landmark Islamic 
School; Arson Suspected 

Kashmir’s oldest school was burned 
down Monday, destroying one of the 
world’s oldest copies of the Quran 
and thousands of other rare Islamic 
texts.

Military Families to Evacuate 

U.S. military families will begin 
leaving Bahrain in the next few 
days following reports terrorists 
were planning attacks here, Cmdr.

It is the first 
such mandatory evacuation from 
this longtime U.S. ally in the Gulf

JAKARTA, INDONESIA I Indonesian 
voters frustrated by persistent 
corruption and poverty dealt a 
harsh blow to President Megawati 
Sukarnoputri, with a private poll 
Monday showing a former general 
pulling ahead to force a run-off in 
the country’s presidential election. 

According to the poll by the 
U.S. -based National Democratic 
Institute, Susilo Bambang Yudho- 
yono was ahead with 33.9 percent. 
Sukarnoputri followed with 24.9 
percent and another ex-general, 
Wiranto, had 23.8 percent. Official 
results were expected in 10 days. 

Since Yudhoyono failed to win 50 
percent of votes for an outright vic- 


tory, a runoff election in September 
appeared certain. But it was not 
clear whether Yudhoyono would 
face Megawati or Wiranto. 

The vote took place six years after 
the ouster of longtime dictator Su- 
harto. The country’s first direct pres- 
idential vote, it was seen a key step 
in the transition to democracy in the 
world’s largest Muslim country. 

Megawati emerged as a popular 
politician following the 1998 ouster 
of Suharto, who had ruled Indonesia 
since overthrowing Megawati’s 
father, Sukarno, in 1966. She came to 
power in 2001 after former President 
Abdurrahman Wahid was forced out 
of office by parliament, (ap)

BAGHDADI U.S forces dropped two 
tons of bombs on a purported mili- 
tant safehouse in Fallujah, killing at 
least 10 people, according to officials, 
and turning the building into a 30 - 
foot- deep pit of sand and rubble. 

The attack was the fifth air- 
strike in the past two weeks in the 
area where the U.S. military says 
Jordanian militant Abu Musab 
Zarqawi’s network has safehouses. 
Al-Zarqawi, said to be connected to 
al Qaeda, is believed to be behind a 
series of coordinated attacks that 
killed 100 people only days before 
U.S. forces handed over power to an 
Iraqi interim government.

OTHER DEVELOPMENTS

Milosevic Defense Delayed 



Review prompted 
by concerns over health 
of ex-Yugoslav leader 

THE HAGUE, NETHERLANDS I Slobodan 
Milosevic’s defense case was post- 
poned Monday for a third time 
because of his poor health, prompt- 
ing judges to review whether his 
trial on charges of war crimes and 
genocide could go forward. 

A medical report read in court 
said the 62-year-old former Yugoslav 
president has suffered damage to his 
heart from the stress of defending 
himself. Even after a four-month 
break in hearings, Milosevic’s blood 
pressure was still at dangerously high 
levels, the report said. 

Prosecutors pressed the court to 
impose defense counsel on Milosevic, 
who has insisted on representing 
himself since the trial began in 
February 2002. But Milosevic angri- 
ly rejected such a proposal. “It is out 
of the question as you know, nor will 
I ever agree to it,” he said. 

The trial was to have resumed 
June 8 after a four-month break at 


the conclusion of the prosecution’s 
case. Milosevic had been preparing 
his defense against 66 war crimes 
counts stemming from the Balkan 
wars of the 1990s. His chief lawyer, 
Zdenco Tomanovic, said Milosevic 
missed 51 days of preparation 
because of illness and was not 
ready to conduct his defense. 

Steven Kay, an independent law- 
yer appointed to monitor the fairness 
of the trial, said the court should con- 
sider the possibility that Milosevic 


may be too ill to stand trial. 

“It’s been quite clear over the 
last five months that his health has 
been gradually declining,” Kay told 
the court. “Two issues are arising at 
this stage: one is the fitness of the 
accused to present his defense case 
at this time and secondly his fitness 
to stand trial at all.” 

Experts say the court would have 
no alternative but to free Milosevic 
if he is found unfit and the case is 
halted, anthony deutsch (ap)

Bowie, Md., plays host 
to revival of summer 
entertainment genre 

B 0 w I E , M D . I When televisions were 
small and mostly black and white, 
families flocked to drive-in theaters 
on summer nights. Now the vanish- 
ing entertainment genre is making 
a rebound with the help of modern 
technology. 

At many drive-ins, the clunky 
metal speakers that hooked over the 
car door has been replaced by a ste- 
reo soundtrack transmitted to a car 
radio or boom box. Digital video offers 
images comparable to high-definition 
television at modernized facilities. 

Rancfy Loy, co-executive director of 
the Germantown, Md.-based United 
Drive-in Theatre Owners Association, 
estimates that 401 permanent drive- 
ins are operating this summer, and 
the slide dating to the 1960s began to 
reverse itself about 10 years ago. 

Local proof comes in Bowie, 
Md., where Alan J. Akerman 
— president of American Family 
Entertainment of Eldersburg — 
is operating a portable drive-in at 
Prince George’s Stadium. 

The stadium is home to the 
Bowie Baysox, a AA minor league 


affiliate of the Baltimore Orioles. 
When the team is on the road, 
Akerman has an agreement with 
Comcast- Spectacor to use the lot, 
which has space for 300 vehicles. 

A screen 40 -feet wide and 50- 
feet high is inflated minutes before 
sunset. Like many drive-ins, the 
Bowie drive-in offers car-pricing, 
allowing five or six people to see 
everything for prices comparable 
to a pair of general admission seats 


at the multiplex. 

“People put blankets on top of 
their SUVs and let their kids sit up 
there and enjoy the show,” said Mike 
Munter, Baysox General Manager.

What foods can help boost the 
immune system? 

Yogurt and kefir have active cul- 
tures of healthy bacteria. Soy, espe- 
cially tofu, helps healthy bacteria to 
flourish, and fermented cheese, such 
as blue cheese can be beneficial. Tea 
has plenty of antioxidants. 

I usually feel hungry very soon 
after I eat, even if I’ve stuffed 
myself silly. I’m a vegan so I eat 
healthily (most of the time) and try 
to consume enough fiber to feel 
full. I know you’re not necessarily 
supposed to feel completely satiat- 
ed, but do you have any answers on 
why this is happening? 


I wonder if, when you’re feeling 
hungry right after eating, you’re 
actually having a little bit of gas.

Having said 
that — and I’ve also been tempted 
to get mine done from time to time 
— experts have also told me that if 
you just aim for around 1,400 to 
1,600 calories per day (a couple hun- 
dred higher per day for men), most 
people will lose weight, and you can 
save the $100 for the test.

All listings are vegetarian-friendly, 
but not entirely meat-free. 

The Goldbecks admit the book 
is not all-inclusive and revisions 
and additions of new listings are 
made on a Web site dedicated to 
the book. They choose the eateries 
through their experience and also 
by mailing out 4,000 question- 
naires to restaurants and natural 
food stores. The list was pared down 
after they studied menus and made 
follow-up contact. 

According to Nikki Goldbeck, 
there are other perks to straying 
from rest- stop food. “Aside from 
getting better food, part of travel- 
ing is to get the community experi- 
ence. You get to meet local people 
and experience what the neighbor- 
hood is like.”

A pair of virus attacks exploit- 
ing its vulnerabilities led security 
experts to recommend that Web 
surfers consider such alternatives 
as Mozilla and Opera. 

Continuing to use Internet 
Explorer was “like playing the lot- 
tery” said Johannes B. Ullrich, chief 
technology officer of the nonprofit 
SANS Internet Security Center. 

Though Microsoft issued an 
update that patched the security 
holes, many users don’t care enough 
or know how to find other brows- 
ers, most of which are free or ad-

supported. Opera Software ASA, 
which offers the No. 3 browser for 
Windows, saw no significant change 
in downloads last week. Downloads 
of Mozilla doubled, but the increase 


was not nearly enough to signifi- 
cantly change its market share. 

“It’s not that consumers are so 
loyal to Microsoft, but more they are 
apathetic,” said Geoff Johnston, an 
analyst with WebSideStory, which 
tracks browser usage. 

Users who install alternatives 
will find that some Web sites sim- 
ply won’t work. Many sites work on 
alternative browsers but display 
items incorrectly, often because 
developers fail to test on them. 

But sites have gotten better about 
designing for other browsers, said 
Porter Glendinning, an Internet 
consultant who promotes adherence 
to Web standards. Until recently. 


he said, banking applications rarely 
worked on anything else. 

And leading Web application 
developers, including Opera, Apple 
Computer Inc. andMacromedia Inc., 
are collaborating on better plug-in 
technology to rival Microsoft’s. 

But alternatives can become tar- 
gets, too, said Chris Kraft, senior 
security analyst at Sophos Inc. 

Abetter solution is to reconsid- 
er whether browsers ought to have 
evolved into Swiss Army knives of 
the Internet — a development that 
can, and has, backfired on users. 

These Web browsers have 
advanced over time to be extremely 
rich in terms of content, how they 
deliver content,” Kraft said. “What’s 
the compromise between a rich 
experience and creating a toolbox for 
the general malicious community?”

5 -time champion says 
cobblestones could be 
his undoing at Tour 

CYCLING I Lance Armstrong has 
no doubts about the risks that 
lurk in the next stage of the Tour 
de France: If luck goes against him, 
he says, his drive for a record sixth 
straight win could be over almost 
before it’s begun.

Reality meddles with round-table news shows 


PRANKS I Pity Corey Williams. The 
actor is on a contentious talk show, 
sparring with a guy who practices 
for reality TV by eating cow pat- 
ties, another who’s begging to get 
on air and a professor who thinks 
The Next Big Show is a “real-life 
Hogan’s Heroes” set in a concentra- 
tion camp run by neo-Nazis. 

But while Williams believes he’s 


debating real people, he’s ostensi- 
bly been ensnared in an elaborate 
web of deceit and in-your-face 
rhetoric. 

In the genre-bending and often 
hilarious “Crossballs,” which pre- 
mieres tonight for an eight-week 
run on Comedy Central, the real is 
the fake, the fake is the real. 

Its talk-show format says it pits 


real guests recruited to debate real 
issues against improv actors por- 
traying guests with audacious, often 
obnoxious opinions. The shows end 
without the con being revealed to 
the dupes, and a little nagging doubt 
remains — even for viewers. 

Consider the episode on wheth- 
er reality TV is a pursuit worthy 
of humanity. On one side you 
have Williams, the actor, brought 
on to defend his craft, and Stacy 


Vatanapan, who has worked on 
the production end of reality tele- 
vision. 

“How much talent does it take to 
hang upside-down with a cow patty 
in your mouth?” Williams snaps. 

Matt Besser, the executive pro- 
ducer and one of the shoe’s cre- 
ators, steals the show as “Matthew 
Henson: Reality TV Bugeater,” as 
his character is identified. His 
entirely un-PC characters exhib- 
it a regular-guy tendentiousness 
that is exactly the Red America 
stereotype so feared by those on 
the coasts. 

(One of the show’s funniest 
aspects is the superimposed text, 
such as, “Knowing in advance: 
Ruins surprise?” and the classic 
“Bilingual drivers: Dangerous or 
peligroso?”) 

Host Chris Tallman acts as the 
linchpin, moderating between his 
fake guests and the real ones and 
making sure no one can elaborate 
too much on an idea. 

When it’s over, though, you’re left 
wondering: Are the “actual people” 
legit? Or are they just another layer 
in the fabric of fakery? Contained in 
the nonsense of comedy is the absur- 
dity of the “reality” that we’re deal- 
ing with daily on television. 

In the end, the improv actors 
and the real people collaborate to 
serve two major purposes: keep the 
arguments going and keep people 
interrupting each other, no matter 
the premise. And these days, how 
is that so different from real life, 
anyway? ted anthony (ap) 


Heartache and Groceries 


Joe Nichols’s latest 
is a sweet-and-sour 
country ‘Revelation’ 

MUSIC I As with his first album, 
“Man with a Memory,” Joe Nichols’s 
“Revelation” (Universal South) is 
dominated by ballads, which suit 
the country heartthrob’s style and 
rich baritone. He does have a rol- 
licking good time with the two 
upbeat tunes, though. 

In “What’s a Guy Gotta Do,” 
lamenting the difficulty of land- 
ing a date, he sings, “Had an old 
man tell me, ‘Boy, if you were smart/ 



You’d hit the produce aisle at the 
Super Wal-Mart’/So I bumped into 
a pretty girl’s shoppin’ cart/But all I 
did was break her eggs and bruise 
her artichoke hearts.” 

Contrast that with “Singer in 
a Band,” which compares what he 
does for a child recovering from 
cancer, a single mother working 
overtime or a soldier in a mine- 
field. 

The first single from the 
album, “If Nobody Believed 
in You,” already in Billboard’s 
top 25 country songs, reflects 
on the anguish of a young base- 
ball player who’s berated by his

father and the old man whose son 
takes away his car keys. 

“Farewell Party,” a remake of 
the Gene Watson hit, is just pure 
old-time country — weepy fiddle, 
whining pedal steel and all. 

Nichols’s first album, also rich in 
story songs, went gold and produced 
four hits, including the No. 1 coun- 
try tune “Brokenheartsville.” 

If anything, “Revelation” is better 
— possibly because Nichols’s initial 
success gave him access to better 
material on his sophomore outing, 
or perhaps reflecting even more con- 
fidence in making his selec- jSk

BOX OFFICE I “Spider-Man 2” pulled 
in a record $180 million in its first 
six days and obliterated other box- 
office highs over the long Fourth of 
July weekend. 

The “Spider-Man 2” haul was 
well above the previous best six- day 
opening of $146.7 million set last 
year by “The Matrix Reloaded.” 

“I think our hope was to go into 


the heart of the summer and grab 
the biggest six days possible. That’s 
pretty much what happened ” Jeff 
Blake, vice chairman for “Spider- 
Man 2” distributor Sony, said 
Monday. 

“Spider-Man 2” took in $115.8 
million from Friday to Monday, 
according to Sony estimates. That 
put it far ahead of the previous best 


four-day holiday gross of $95.6 mil- 
lion set by “Shrek 2” over Memorial 
Day weekend this year. 

With $152.6 million in its first 
five days, “Spider-Man 2” also 
shattered the $129 million record 
of “Shrek 2” for biggest Wednesday- 
Sunday debut. 

From Friday to Sunday, “Spider- 
Man 2” took in $88.3 million, miss-

ing out on the best three -day week- 
end record of $114.8 million held by 
the first “Spider-Man.” 

The first movie opened on 
Friday, so its initial business 
all came on the weekend, while 
the sequel already had rung up 
about $64 million in ticket sales 
Wednesday and Thursday. 

“Spider-Man 2” also had a com- 
paratively quiet Sunday on the 
Fourth of July, when many people 
focused on outdoor activities such 
as parades, picnics and fireworks.

CBS Could 
Face Fine 
For Jackson 

FINES AND PUNISHMENT I CBS tele- 
vision network could face a fine of 
$550,000 for airing Janet Jackson 
and Justin Timberlake’s breast-bar- 
ing performance during the Super 
Bowl, a source said Wednesday. 

The source, who spoke on con- 
dition of anonymity, said a staff 
recommendation to the Federal 
Communications Commission sug- 
gests each of the 20 CBS-owned sta- 
tions be fined the maximum inde- 
cency penalty of $27,500 for the 
incident. 

The staff did not recommend 
fining CBS affiliates that aired the 


show but are not owned by Viacom 
Inc., the parent company of CBS. 

The commissioners now must 
decide whether to accept the rec- 
ommendation. A decision is expect- 
ed in the next few weeks. 

There is no government defi- 
nition of indecency. Federal law 
bars radio stations and over-the- 
air television channels from air- 
ing references to sexual and excre- 
tory functions between 6 a.m. and 
10 p.m. When a complaint is made, 
the FCC determines whether the 
incident was indecent. 

Last week, the Senate voted 
overwhelmingly to increase the 
top fine to $275,000 per indecent 
incident with a limit of $3 million a 
day. The House passed a bill earlier 
that would set fines at $500,000. 
Differences between the two bills 
must be worked out. Jennifer c.

Brando’s Life

cuss the career of actor Marlon Brando. 


Would it be correct to call Brando a 
tormented man and if so, was this 
one of the reasons he was such a 
great “method” actor? 

I think it’s clear from the way 
he was raised — or not raised — by 
his cruel and absent parents that 
Brando was tormented, conflicted 
— whatever you want to call it. But 
he also was a great prankster, and I 
think what made him so necessary to 
watch at all times was his unpredict- 
ability. He could leap from silence 
to rage to absurd comedy at any 
moment and you were never quite 
sure whether he meant his actions to 
be taken seriously or he was jesting 
with his emotions. I think putting 
him in the category of “method” is 
too confining for such a giant, who 
could pretty much do it all. 

It almost seemed that Brando 
thought acting was a trivial exer- 
cise and that he wished he could 
completely devote himself to other 
things he felt were important. 
Assuming this is right, I wonder 
how it felt to be considered a great 
and revolutionary figure in a pro- 
fession he didn’t seem to respect 
very much? 

I am of two opinions. I think 
he was scared of acting and then 
wound up being so good and so 
natural at it. It came easy, but it 
also terrified him (learning lines, 
etc.). That is why he did not pur- 
sue other stage opportunities after 
making his mark in “Streetcar” on 
Broadway. He once said the money 
was so good in films that certain 
acting roles became ... offers he 
could not refuse. 

Brando was such a unique talent. 
Are there any up-and-coming actors 
that you think have his kind of pres- 
ence and breadth of talent? 

The only guy who comes close, 
for my money, is Russell Crowe, who 
can go from “The Insider” to “L.A. 
Confidential” to “Gladiator” with 
equal ease. All different kinds of 
films, and you can’t take your eyes 
off him — the same qualities as 
Brando.
